Why Small Towns Are Not 


Given Mail Facilities. 


SUIT AGAINST THE K ATY. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va- 


rioas Sources for the Benefit 


of “ Democrat’’ Readers. 


T h e inability of railroad 
com ­ 
panies to alw ays meet im portant 
dem ands of the transportation ser­ 
vice, and at the same time accom ­ 
m odate all the local interests alongé 
the route to the best of everybody’s 
satisfaction, is well illustrated in 
the proceedings from a complaint 
which w as recently made to one of 
the state railroad commissioners, 
says 
the 
R a ilw a y R ev iew . 
The 
citizens of one of the smaller towns 
along a certain railroad presented 
to the board of railroad com m is­ 
sioners a numerously signed peti­ 
tion, ask in g that the authority and 
influence of the board be exercised 
in an endeavor to induce the rail­

through passenger trains at their 
tow n. 
In reply to the ii.vestigation of 
the board the general superintend­ 
ent of the road m ade answ er that, 
while he appreciated the disadvan­ 
tages under which the petitioners 
labored by reason of the train not 
sto p p in g 
at 
their 
station, there 
were other considerations of p ara­ 
mount im portance. 
T h e train in 
question carries the fast mail be­ 
tween tw o large cities, in com peti­ 
tion with 
a 
rival 
road, and the 
com pany is compelled 
to cut all 
stops 
possible 
in order to make 
the time required to hold the fast 
m ail to its line. 
B u t for the reve­ 
nue derived from 
the carrying of 
this fast m ail the com pany could 
not afford to run the train. 
T o ac­ 
com m odate any considerable addi­ 
tional number of the sm ader towns 
would not permit the com pany to 
give the governm ent the service it 
requires. 
T h e view which the board took 
of the matter w as that it should 


not interfere with the running of 
through fast trains unless a m uch 
stronger show ing could be made 
than w as the case in this complaint. 
T h e incident simply shows the na­ 
ture of the two sides to questions 
of this kind. 
It frequently comes 
within the experience of railroad 
operation that, as between two in­ 
terests not essentially antagonistic, 
the serving of the one may be in­ 
compatible 
with com plying with 
the demands of the other.

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RAILROAD RUMBLE 


Why Small Towns Are Not 
Given Mail Facilities. 


SUIT AGAINST THE KATY. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ Democrat” Readers. 


The inability of railroad 
com­ 
panies to always meet important 
demands of the transportation ser­ 
vice, and at the same time accom­ 
modate all the local interests along 
the route to the best of everybody’s 
satisfaction, is well illustrated in 
the proceedings from a complaint 
which was recently made to one of 
the state railroad commissioners, 
says the Railway Review. 
The 
citizens of one of the smaller towns 
along a certain railroad presented 
to the board of railroad commis­ 
sioners a numerously signed peti­ 
tion, asking that the authority and 
influence of the board be exercised 
in an endeavor to induce the rail­ 
road compuny to stop one of its 
through passenger trains at their 
town. 
In reply to the ii.vestigation of 
the board the general superintend­ 
ent of the road made answer that, 
while he appreciated the disadvan­ 
tages under which the petitioners 
labored by reason of the train not 
stopping at their station, there 
were other considerations of para­ 
mount importance. 
The train in 
question carries the fast mail be­ 
tween two large cities, in competi­ 
tion with a 
rival road, and the 
company is compelled to cut all 
stops possible in order to make 
the time required to hold the fast 
mail to its line. 
But for the reve­ 
nue derived from the carrying of 
this fast mail the company could 
not afford to run the train. 
To ac­ 
commodate any considerable addi­ 
tional number of the smader towns 
would not permit the company to 
give the government the service it 
requires. 
The view which the board took 
of the matter was that it should 


not interfere with the running of 
through fast trains unless a much 
stronger showing could be made 
than was the case in this complaint. 
The incident simply shows the na­ 
ture of the two sides to questions 
of this kind. 
It frequently comes 
within the experience of railroad 
operation that, as between two in­ 
terests not essentially antagonistic, 
the serving of the one may be in­ 
compatible with complying with 
the demands of the other. 


J udgment Against the Katy. 
In the district court at Green­ 
ville, Texas, Friday, the jury in 
case of H. D. Wood vs. the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas and Texas railway 
awarded the plaintiff l5 ,ooo dam­ 
ages. 
This is a case of “ first im­ 
pression” and will no doubt go to 
the supreme court. 
It is interest­ 
ing, as it will settle the liability of 
a railroad for spreading diseases 
through carelessness of 
hospital 
employes. 
J udge Wood has filed suits for 
other members of his family also, 
which will probably depend on the 
final decision of 
this case. 
His 
suit was for 19 5 ,000.
